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FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF SECRETARY OF 


THE EAST COAST CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


The first annual report of the sec- 


retary of the Florida East Coast 
chamber of commerce, made by Sec- 
retary Horace W. Scott at the big 
banquet tendered the delegates and 
visitors to the convention by the peo- 
ple of Stuart last week, was one of 
the features of the occasion and ef- 
fectively brought to the attention of 
those present the fact that the organ- 
ization, during the first year of its 
existence, has already proven a po- 
tent factor in the accomplishment of 
the objects for which It was formed 
—the development and welfare of the 
East Coast in particular and of Flor- 
ida in general—and 
indicated that 


the organization is getting into a po- 
sition to do even more efficient and 
effective work in the future. 


The report for the year ending Oc- 


tober llth, 1916, as read by Secretary 
Scott, follows in full: 


James I. Hill once said, in referring 


to pessimists and knockers in general, 
"The man who sells the United States 
'short' is a damphool." 


Thc man who, at this time, would 


sell the Florida East Coast, or any 
portion of Florida "short" is, to say 
the least, very much lacking in fore- 
sight and sound judgment.

port was requested to have it retired.

SODIUM CYANIDE SOLUTION 


RIDS SEEDBEDS OF ANTS 


Small seeds such as 
lettu:» 
fre- 


quently fail to give good germination 
when there is apparently no reason 
for it. 
If the seeds are alive and if 


there 
is plenty of moisture 
and 


warmth they should 
give 
a 
good 


stand. 
When the conditions are ful- 


filled and germination is poor it is 
probable that ants are causing the 
trouble. They are fond of small seeds 
and will carry practically the whole 
planting to their nests If they are left 
unmolested. 


J. R. Watson, entomologist to the 


University of Florida experiment sta- 
tion, suggests that the nests be treat- 
ed with a solution of sodium cyanide. 
One ounce, of the poison to a quait 
of water will make a solution strong 
enough. Punch a hole in the main en- 
trance of the nefit from six inches to 
a loot deep. Pour about an ounce of 
the solution into the hole and close 
it immediately by tramping the soil. 
The solution will evaporate and the 
Itiines liberated will kill the ants. If 
all the ants are not killed the survi- 
vor* will probably start another nest 
nearby. This can be given the same 
Treatment. 


The cyanide solution is extremely 


poisonous and should 
be 
guarded 


strictly. 
It' any is left after the ant 


mMs have been treated it should be 
tcnered tightly and placed where no 
person will get it through mistake. 
Carbon bisulfide is sometimes used 
for killing the ants, but it is not so 
elie'ithe as the sodium cvanide.

THE EAST COAST CHAMRER OF COMMERCE 


The first annual report of the sec- 


retary of the Florida East Coast 
chamber of commerce, made by Sec- 
retary Horace W. Scott at the big 
banquet tendered the delegates and 
visitors to the convention by the peo- 
ple of Stuart last week, was one of 
the features of the occasion and ef- 
fectively brought to the attention of 
those present the fact that the organ- 
ization, during the first year of its 
existence, has already proven a po- 
tent factor in the accomplishment of 
the objects for which It was formed. 
—the development and welfare of the 
Bast Coast in particular and of Flor- 
ida in general—and 
indicated 
that 


the organization is getting into a po- 
sition to do even more efficient and 
effective work in the future. 


The report for the year ending Oc- 


tober llth, 1916, as read by Secretary 
Scott, follows in full:

port was requested to have it retired.
